FROM ATLANTA, GA.

A D'ay Among the Schools for the Edas
cation of sne Poor Whitie Chlldren.
Accopting the iwvitation of Mr. Elmer B.

Adnme, Agent ol the American Umon Commis.
sion of Penusylvann sud New Jersey, we vigited
the three schools which he has establiched in
this eity for the purpose of educatiug the poor
white children, The schools are three in num-
ber, und ure presided over by five mtelligent
ladies, who are experienced and successiul
teachers. In the thiee schools there ure tour
bhundrea and rixteen pupil:, according to the
lust mouthly reports,

THE GUILDINGH

in which these schoos are held, were, with
one exception, bullt with tunde supphed by the
A, U, Commission. Each contains two com-
pariments, in which the pupils are arranged
according to the progress they have made in
their studies, The other buildine 8 venied for
the purposes of the schoul, the rent being paid
with funda ﬁup}al.mt throngh the same bene-
volent source. The bulldings are all temporary,
but comiortuble enongh for summer or winter
use. We will menvon the schools in the order
in which we visited them.

MISS PRYOR'S SCHOOL,

This is situnted on Walton street, near the first
Baptist Churcn, and is under the charge o Miss
Louiea Pryor, of Morgan county. There were
eighty-seven pupils in it at the last monthly re-
port, but gince then the number has been in-
orensed to ninetyv-three. The examination of the
pupils convinced us that they had been subject
10 very cxcellent uli-.ui;l.hnc. The school has
been in operation only three mounths, and due
ing that time the pupile bave made o most satis-
factory progress. Most ol them Lad their lecters
to learn anu few or none could read. Now, seve-
ral of the clugees are reading very well. Sowme
have made considerable progress in arithmetic,
while the whole scpool has picked up a store of
information on generdl topics which 18 realiy
wonderinl, considering the briet time they have
been under truaning, Miss Pryor deserves much
credit for the etlicacy ol bher mauagement of the
little unes,

FOUNDRY ETREET BCIOOL,

This 18 situsted on Foundry street, bfween
Marietta and Luckie, nand 15 in charge of Miss
Ml.i;iv Phillips snd Miss L. L. Craighead,
both Northern lndies, but both excellent teach-
ers and gkilful mucagers of the young, This
school is divided into two apariments. The
more advanced is presided over by Miss Maggie
Phitips. The pupis under her have made
Tupid progress towards acquiring the rudi-
ments of & practical edoestion, In reading,
spelling, smeography, and urithmetio, they can
already put many older persons to the blush.
There ure seventy-five pupils in her depart-
ment,

Under Migs Cralghead there are cighty-six
chufly flittle fellows. BShe has msticuted the
game effective discipline that characterizes the
other schools, snd vnder her care the pupils
she is evidently
A Indy who Is well copncitated for the posi
tlon she holds, and is doing & good werk out
ot the crude material that is collected under her
rule,

MISSER THROPP'S SCHOOL.

This is situated near the Macon und Western
Railroad, and, like the last mentioued, 18 sépa-
rated into two compartments, One, conlaining
ninety-two pupils, is manuged by Miss Jenny
Thropy. She had the poorest material of any 10
commence on, but has sueceeded wonderfully
with them. Out of the mnety-two who com-
menced with her three monthe ago, only sixteen
knew their letters. Now they ean all read, and
many of them have made considerable advances
Into the arithmetical tables, and bave autained
quite a store of the same general informstion
which is imparted orally in all the schools,

The other department of this school I8 under
thie control of Miss Amelia Thropp, sister to the
former lady, Her ¢lasses are somewhal more
advanced than those of her slster, and are man-
aged with consummate =kill. These two lndles
are from Valley Forge, Pennaylvania, and we are
informed will elose their school to-day, that
they may spend a couple, at least, of the hot
sumwer months at home. They expect te re-

sume their school ngein in the fall,

THE FUFILS,

These schools are collected entirely from
the poorer clusses of our population. They ave
the children of people who are sbsolutely un
able to pay for toition. They huve never had
the means of sequirnpg the rodiments of &an
education, but were picked up out of the waste

laces with a determination to save them if
bey 2an. They are all raw, and as a general
thing have to commence with the alphabet,
Bome of them have arrived at an age which
renders it ensy to make & bold start into the
empire of letters: but most of thew are xmall,
apd are as plastic material in the handg of the
kind-heartod ladies who have taken upon them-
selves the bumble duty of teaching them,

THE DISCIPLINE

we find to ba mild but firm. We learn from the
ludies thut the ehildren sre sll tractable, do not

THE

awenr, ure cnsily controlled, aud acem anxious
o Yenrn ns 1tamdly as possible, 1t spon besame
avident to us that tbere was a prineiple which
nudertios the groondwork of success woioh Yias
teen mude in the sohools, Wo were not long ip
dimcovering the seoret: for the bright beaming
‘nees of the little one:, when they were ad-
dreased by n teacher, showed us p ainly that love
hnd romething to do with common epirit of obe-
dience that pervaoed the schools, The ladies
nave svidently won the hesrts of the children,
sod this done, hall the conguest is made, The
text-books used are amons the latest that have
appenred, snd are vory exeellent books. A
trc‘?l denl of intormation, however, is lmparted
GrahT.

Singing Is an interesting foaturein the schiools,
The pupls all sing, and sirg well considering
the means they have haa for the cultivation o!
their volees. They rase their own tune< and
carry them through with a remarkable precl
sion of time,

BOOKS AND CLOTIING

The books for the use of the wchools have boen
furn'shed by the Commission, and toe pupily
are allowed to retain them st the close of the
term. Those ol the children who had not good
clothing—and there are many of them—are sup-
plied from the same source, Maps and other
school room furniture are also supplied for the
nge of ench of the schools. This 1= one of the
keys to the progress that has been made. A
laree majority of the children were wholly un-
able to purchase their own books,and the oircnm-
stanoes of many were such that & gratuitous
stpply of olothing wna one of the conditions of
thoir attendance on the schools, The children
all appenr to be comfortably clad, and we have
never seen a happier ser of faces than were
clustered about the forma in the tidy school-
rooms. The dust and grime of wild, mdolent
lives have given way beoeath the cleansing
influences of education, until it would bhe diffi-
cult to find a cleaner Jooking set of cmliren
than those who attend these schools,

THE WORK.

Almost imperceplibly to our people a great
influence has been at work iu our midst, which
is working a radical change in the eapacity of
our four hundred children. Those who were
growing up i vice and ignorance, who wers
surrounded by nothing but what contaminates
wnd blights, are being grasped from the gulf
that is yawning beneath them, and fitted tor
the higher duties of life. The shackles of 1zno-
rance are belug knocked from their vouug
limbs, and the golden dawn of an intellectunl
morming 8 beaming upon their young mnds,
A preat sooinl reform is being produced. The
ceads of vice are being torn from the young
hearts, and the children who, il permiited to
dritt ofl according to the promise of a few
months ugo, would have become wortnless drones
in the great soclal hive, are being fitted for alt
the responsible duties of life, The foundaton
tor nselul men and women is being Inid in thelr
young minds,  The penitentiney and the sernglio
ure bemg robbed o1 their prey. Society is the
beneticiury.

Who can estimate the reai value of this work ?
Who can measure the result? The ragged schools
ol London were not a nobler conception than is
this emicrprire. The kina-hearied chority of
Christinn andividuais has supplied to us the
menns of doing what we could not do ol oar
own sbility; and what man among us will not
thank thum tor it? We imagine that there
not oue who is pot willing Lo give the prajse
that is die to the originators of this enterprise,
We know ol 1o more diginterested conrity—unone
more commendable.—Atlanta New Ara.
